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CITATION AND NOTIFICATION OF PENALTY 


We believe that you violated the Animal Welfare Act (7 U.S.C. § 2131 et seq.) 
(AWA), as described below. 


Date of Violation: July 25, 2013 

9 C.F.R. § 2.40(b)(2) Attending veterinarian and adequate veterinary care 
(dealers and exhibitors): 

(b)Each dealer or exhibitor shall establish and maintain programs of adequate 
veterinary care that include: 

(2) The use of appropriate methods to prevent, control, diagnose, and treat 
diseases and injuries, and the availability of emergency, weekend, and holiday 
care. 

You failed to provide adequate veterinary care and use appropriate 
methods to prevent, control, diagnose, and treat diseases and injuries of 
the animals in your care. APHIS observed the following: 

1) A tri-color Beagle, approximately nine (9) months old 
(identification unknown), limping with missing toenails on its right, 
front paw. 

2) A male Maltese (identification unknown) with dirty, matted hair. 

The Maltese’s hair hung from its legs and contained grime along with 
feces. Additionally, the Maltese had redness on its abdomen where it 
had matted hair. 

Date of Violation: July 25, 2013 
9 C.F.R. § 3.1(b) Housing facilities, general. 

(b) Condition and site. Housing facilities and areas used for storing animal food 
or bedding must be free of any accumulation of trash, waste material, junk, 
weeds, and other discarded materials. Animal areas inside of housing facilities 
must be kept neat and free of clutter, including equipment, furniture, and stored 
material, but may contain materials actually used and necessary for cleaning the 
area, fixtures or equipment necessary for propoer husbandry practices and 
research needs. 

You failed to keep areas used for storing animal food free from any 
accumulation of trash, waste material, junk, weeds, or other discarded 
material. The area used to store animal food had buckets of nails, wire, 
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plastic pipe, and other debris. 

The penalty for the alleged violation(s) described above is $1,357. 
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
